was given, and the procession moved for- 
ward for review. Maj.-Gen. E. T. Phelps 
rode at the head of his two divisions of 
Patriarchs Militant, and as he passed the 
military and saluted, Gen. Underwood re- 
turned the salutation, and Grand Sire White 
rose in his carriage with uneovered head, 
As each division marched by, with their 
brilliant banners and uniforms, all the 
bands played their best, all the chevaliers 
marched in perfect unison, every sword was 
lowered in salute,and the parade seemed like 
a piece of brignt-hued mechanism.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY GRAND SIRE. 

Deputy Grand Sire John 0. Underwood, 
in his report, shows the wonderful growth 
of the Patriarchs Militant for the past year.

“The Militant movement has continued 
to advance steadily throughout the great 
number of departments in the United States 
and Canada, and the enthusiasm of the mil- 
itary element in the order continnes una- 
bated; in testimony of the truths whereof, I 
call attention to the fact that the four hun- 
dred and sixty-two cantons reported last 
year have been increased by the addition of 
fifty-three new bodies, through growth_ or 
as original organizations, decreased by 
the loss of four components, leaving thereby 
a net gain of forty-nine component cantons 
and making a grand total of five hundr 
and eleven cantons to date, There is a total 
membership of 17,482 cheyaliers, estimated 
on the is of 495 cantons under 
warrant on April 1888  (three- 
fourths reporting, and one-fourth taken 
from reports of 1587}, added to the warrant 
membership of 16 cantons organized since 
that date; being an increase of 2223 cheva- 
liers over the reported on Sep- 
tember 1, 1887.

Peace generally prevails in the 
order throughout the land, and though 
faint murmurs of discontent reach us from 
some quarters, it is thought that no serious 
dissatisfaction exists in our ranks. Such a 
record as the order has made, in its exist- 
ence of three score and ten years, ought to 
be an incentive to every member to press 
on, knowing no such ‘word as ‘fail,’ but 
taking for his watchword, ‘weary not in 
well-doing.’ 

“We are here today in California’s far- 
famed city, Los Angeles, renowned for its 
health-giving atmosphere; its bountiful 
crops of fruit, the product of its unex- 
ampled soil; its generous, whole-so 
citizens, who vie with each oth 
efforts to entertain the stranger w 
their gates, and you will doubtipss, 
when your labors are finished, leave 
the city with regret, and with the feel- 
ing that the occasion will be remembered 
with pleasure during the remaining years 
of life. Forthe second timein the history 
of the order the session of the supreme 
ke is held on the shores of the great 
Pacific.

Since our article of yesterday on the 
conduct of Chef Cuddy’s defenders in 
the City Countil, we have had an ‘op- 
portunity to ascertain the general sen- 
timent among our citizens—on this 
subject, and we find that the feeling 
of disapprobation and disgust is.even 
more emphatic and widespread than 
we imagirfed. There is a strong senti- 
ment that the memhers of the Council 
who left the champer in order to pre- 
vent action being taken in Mr. Cuddy’s 
case have betrayed their constituents, 
and forfeited right.to° the respect 
and confidence of the community. Had 
they, while openly defending the Chief, 
allowed the case to be disposed of in 
accordaace with the will of the ma- 
jority, their conduct, while it would 
have been displeusing-to a majority of 
Ou citizens, would have been judged 
harshly; but this underhand, 
shuffling manner of defeating the will 
of the people and the sentiment of a 
majority of the Council savors alto- 
gether too much of the low trickery 
peculiar to ward politicians. [t is a 
new phase of political activity in Los 
Angeles, and one which will not be 
vieweu with favor here. 

The Herald, yesterday, contained 
tne most extraordinary proposition 
which has yet been made on this sub- 
ject. It is so utterly childish and ab- 
surd as to excite wonder that even so 
ardent a defender of the Chief of Police 
Should insult the intelligence of its 
readers by making so ridiculous a 
proposal. The Herald’s proposition is 
to “submit the question to Chief 
Crowley of San Francisco!” Suppose 
the Herald’s janitor was found to be 
disobedient and unsatisfactory in the 
discharge of his duties, and the Herald 
had determined to “bounce” bim; what 
would our contemporary think if its 
employé were to propose to submit’ the 
question of his discharge to the janitor 
of the San Francisco Chronicle? .That 
would be practically a parallel case. 
This is not, as some seem to suppose, a 
question of courtesy or etiquette be- 
tween oflicials of equal powers. It is 
simply a question of shortcoming and 
insubordination on the part of one of 
the city’s servants. One would think, 
to hear some people talk, that Mr. 
Cuddy had the appointing of the 
Council ! | 

In certain quarters the impression 
has been sought to be conveyed that 
Mayor Workman has :‘fallen down” 
ou this question. We have it on the 
authority of the Mayor himself that 
this is entirely false. The Mayor’s po- 
sition is this: Certain Chinese testi- 
mony taken in writing is not sufli- 
ciently powerful to convict upon, or 
the Mayor would have drawn the 
charges himself. Apart from that testi- 
mony, however, Mr. Workman says 
that there is ample reason for the re- 
moval of the Chief. The fact remains 
that Mr. Cuddy studiously refused or 
failed to make the ‘‘macs’”? move on 
when he could bave done so, and that 
he put his best officers on outside beats, 
where they would be powerless for 
good in lessening the evils which are 
specially complained of and posted in- 
efficient members of the force on im- 
portant inside beats where the greatest 
skill, vigilance and nerve are required 
to cope with the criminal and vicious 
elements. The Mayor has not changed 
his ground in any particular, but ho 
does not wish to be placed in the po- 
sition of a persecutor or a personal 
enemy of Mr. Cuddy, which he is not. 
tie believes that while part of the testi- 
mony against the Chief is insuflicient, 
other testimony is more than enough 
to warrant his removal from office. 

In view of the general and growing 
sentiment of indignation which exists 
among our citizens in reference to this 
Chief of Police matter, we warn Mr. 
Cuddy’s injudicious defenders that 
they are pushing their efforts to defeat 
justice a little too far. Itis difficult 
for the average mind to comprehend 


such a course as they are now pursu- 
ing. By triekery and treachery, they 
}-may succeed in postponing the fate of 
their protégé a few weeks longer, but 
they surely cannot be so foolish as to 
suppose that, in this enlightened com- 
munity, an element composed of 
gamblers, thieves, pimps and thugs 
can permanently prevail, where every 
citizen who has property and children 
is an active and determined worker on 
the other side. 

Already there is strong and earnest 
talk of a law-and-order committee of one 
hundred determined citizens to cope with 
the existing evils, unless the authori- 
ties arise to their duty in the premises.

tariff law prevails throughout the whole 
United States. The greatest differenzes 
between the rates of wages paid here and 
the rates pele in European countries is 
found in these occupations which nobody 
pretends can be protected under the tariif 
iaws. For instance, there is a far greater 
difference between the rates of wages paid 
here to carpenters, plasterers, painters, 
stone and_brickmasons, teamsters, railroad 
employés, steamboat employés, and the 
rates of wages paid tne same classes of 
workingmen in Europe, than there is be- 
tween the rates of wages here in our miils 
and cotton factories and the rates of wages 
in the same industry 1n Europe. The rate 
of wages paid in this country, too, in un- 
protected industries and the difference bs- 
tween them in the one case and those paid 
in Europe in the other case, is still 
plainer. They say if 
the duties, this country 
overwhelmed with foreign goods 
allour manufacturing and mercantile in- 
dustries will be ruined. Why, gentlemen 
if all the ships in the world were employed 
continuously in bringing goods from Liver- 
pool to New York, it would take them two 
ears to bring as much as a single railroad 
n this country carries in one year. If all 
the Cunard vessels plying between this 


pares it would require then 75 years to 
ring to this country as much goods as the 
Pennsylvania Railway carries in one year, 
and yet these gentlemen expect sensible

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—[By the-Associ- 
ated Press.}| The President today ~trans- 
mitted to Congress in answer to the Sen- 
ate’s resolution the correspondence in rela- 
tion to the Chinese treaty. A letter dated 
January 12, 1887, from the Tsungii Yamen 
(the Foreign Office) to Minister Denby in 
regard to the “coming of Chinese to this 
country, contained bitter complaints of vio- 
lated treaty obligations and of cruel out- 
rages pon Chinese. The original project 
submitted to Chang Yen Hoon by Secretary 
Bayard under date of January 12, 1887, em- 
bodied a proposition that “for a period ot 
30 years, beginning with the date of the ex- 
change of the rate of ratification of this 
convention the coming or return to the 
United States of Chinese laborers shall be 
absolutely prohibited, aud if six months 
before the expiration of said period of 30 
years neither Government should formally 
have given notice to the other of an inten- 
tion to treat such proposition as at an end, 
itshall remain in full force for another 
period of 30 years; but it is expressly un- 
derstood that the provisions of this conven- 
tion shail not affect the right at present en- 
joyed of ,Chinese subjects, being teachers, 
students, merchants, or travelers fur curi- 
osity or pieasure, but not laborers, to come 
to the United States ana reside therein.” 

Hoon, in his reply to Secretary Bayard, 
states that he has several things to propose, 
but cannot, until instructed to do so, until 
the outrages cases are settled. 

The correspondence shows that on March 
18, 1887, the Chinese Minister left a docu- 
ment giving in detail and minutely the plan 
proposed by the Chinese Guvernment to 
prohibit the immigration of its subjects to 
this country. Parti of this document, how- 
ever, is in reply to Bayard’s project. Lt de- ' 
clares, first, that China proposes to punish | 
Chinese laborers who have never been to 
the United States, and who fraudulently at- 
tempt tosecure enirance into the United 
States, and that China does this of her own 
account and for the protection of her sub- 
jects. There is no necessity for fixing any 
limitation of time. Second, that Cninese 
laburers, with property or relatives 
in the United States, must satisfacwrily 
yer the same, and must henceforth, when 
eaving the United States for China, de- 
posit with the Consul General at San Fian- 
cisco a Statement showing this to, be the 
case, or otherwise they will not be entitled 
to return; third, the Chinese shall be per. 
mitted%o go through the in 
transit for other countries; fourth, the ex-

After allusion to the President’s 
retaliation message and justification of the 
rejection of the fisheries treaty, he asked 
why should Canada refuse to allow Ameri- 
can fishing vessels to enter her ports and 
ship their fish to the American market, De- 
nial of that privilege appeared un- 
christian and selfish that he wondered it 
had not long since led to violent retaliation. 
1f the President had by proclamation with- 
held alike privilege from the Canadian 
fishing vessels, the evil, he believed, would 
have been quickly corrected. But the Pres- 
ident, instead of exercising the powers 
which he had under the act of March 3,’ 
1887, had asked Congress (in his retaliation 
message) for power td suspend commerce 
which amounted (for the last six years) to 
$270,000,000. No wonder that the sudden 
chunge of base excited surprise in both 
countries, and was regarded as a mere po- 
litical movement. The President’s propo- 
sition was, in other words, to suspend and 
enbarrrass commerce of exports and im- 
ports amounting to nearly fifty millions 
yearly. Such a proposition, made without 
warning, in the midst of a popular election, 
had been the President’s response to the. 
earnest demand made by the American 
fishermen that they should be secured in 
the enjoyment of what they believed to be 
their unquestionable rights, 

Why had the Presidefit, ne asked, blended 
the dispute about transhipment of fish with 
the vast_interior commerce of the country? 
Why connect the controversy in the waters 
about the mouth of the St. Lawrence withi 
the commercial relations along the boun- 
dary line of 4000 miles? No good eould 
come of such a@ movement, unless it was 
decided to establish non-intercourse be- 
tween the two countries.

What Engiand Is After. 
York Jrish World.) | 

The policy England is pursuing in 
trying to force free trade on this coon 
try is in perfect keeping with the tac- 
tics she has always adopted toward the 
United States. No sooner had the 
War of 1812 closed than she deliber- 
ately went about destroying the indus- 
tries that had been built up durin 
that war through the policy ot 
tion. Lord Brougham in his p ace in 
Parliament outlined the plan that was 
to be adhered to in the process of de- 
stroying American industries. Here 
it is stated by him: ‘It was well worth 
while to incur a loss upon the first ex- 
portation of goods in order by the glut 
to stifle manufactures in the United 
States.”’ | 

Lord Brougham evidently sbared 
the opinion of our tariff reformers that, 
the natural state of things is forus to 
supply England with the raw materials 
in exchange for her manufactured arti- 
cles, allowing England to — the im- 
mense profits that accrue from this 
kind of barter. 

The Brougham method of glutting a 
market with the object of killing off 
competition seems to be a favorable 
one with England. Thus we fiud a 
Parliamentary commission in 1854 ap- 
proving of it, ‘tin order te destroy for- 
eign competition and to gain and keep 
possession of foreign markets—thus to 
overwhelm all foreign competition and 
then step in for the whole market 
when prices revive.” 

The first step toward glutting our 
market is to reduce the tariff. hen 
that is done the way is prepared for 
the ingress of British cheap-made 
goods. When American industries are 
destroyed, the English will be able to 
“step in for the whole trade when 
prices revive.” 

In this way England’s idea of free 
trade will be carried out. What this 
idea is was explained some years ago 
by Lord Goderich, in the House ef 
Lords. Hereit is: ‘To get the monop- 
oly of all their (other nations’) mar- 
kets for our manufacturers, and to pre- 
vent them, one and all, from becoming 
nations.”? This bas about it the merit 
of plain speaking. : 

American workingmen who may be 
tempted to vote with the party of free 
trade would do well to think over this 
English idea of the practical workings 
of free trade.
